Newly amended claims 1, 13, 16, and 19-22 includes the following limitation: '...creating, by a sender of the message, a priority table of 
delivery devices based on reachability of the message to a recipient of the message using each of the delivery devices prior to sending 
the message...'. This limitation would require further consideration and/or search. 

In response to Applicant's arguments that Hammond fails to teach '...changing the delivery destination between retries for a subsequent 
delivery...' in claims 1, 13, 16, and 19-22. Examiner disagrees. Hammond clearly discloses in col. 3, lines 12-30 that the message is 
not sucessfully delivered to a first device (e.g. cellular telephone) than the message is delivered to a second device (e.g. pager) (col. 3, 
lines 15-30). Further, Applicant argues that Hammond does not reach '...determining a reachability of the recipient before sending the 
message to the selected delivery device...' in claims 2 and 17. Examiner disagrees. Hammond clearly discloses an original message 
created by a sender which is a first part in a multi-part series of messages (e.g. series novel, reminder messages), wherein when later 
messages part of the multi-part series of messages are to be sent by the sender, the reachability of the recipient is determined based on 
confirmation of review by the recipient of the original or first message before sending the other messages part of the multi-part series of 
messages (col. 4, lines 4-28). 
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
